One Oxford University student said real 
books strained his eyes less and allowed him 
to focus more. Another reader said, “There 
is nothing like opening up a real book on a 
couch or beach.” 

Also at the library meeting, board member 
John Juriga said he just got back from the 
Florida Keys. Someone asked him if he 
saw the chickens and he smiled and said 
he sure did. Later he told me that chickens 
are everywhere, even walking around in 
restaurants. He said the story is told that when 
people leaving Cuba came to Florida, they 
brought their chickens and other animals. 
Then, sometimes, they had to move on 
without their animals, so they left them. 

I Googled “chickens in Key West” and 
found several explanations, starting with 
that they were descendants of the wild fowl 
present throughout the Caribbean, including 
Cuba. Early settlers had a normal relationship 
with the chickens and kept them in coups. 

But when Key West became connected 
to the mainland with railroads and bridges, 
people didn’t have to raise all their own food 
and some of the chickens were let loose. In 
the 1870s, during the 10 Year War in Cuba, 
many Cubans migrated to Key West and 
brought their cock fighting sport and their 
prize roosters. In the late 1970s, cock fighting 
became illegal and so many of the roosters 
were just abandoned. They met up with the 


abandoned hens and the rest is history.

Authority for Regional Transportation) bus 
that Wheels for Independence had, needed 
repairs and so the council had approved 
up to $5,000 for repairs. But SMART now 
says it can’t be repaired. 

Delano said she has been told that 
SMART has a new bus for Belleville, but 
the city won’t sign for it. 

City Manager/Police Chief Dave 
Robinson said in looking into the situation 
found that the Wheels for Independence 
group is a 501c3 non-profit and it would 
have to sign a contract with the city for 
transportation services. 

Delano said the paperwork for Wheels 
for Independence was put together by an 
attorney years ago and Delano stopped 
short of organizing as a 501c3 because the 
city manager at the time told her to stop. 

Chief Robinson said he is working on a 
proposal to give the city’s SMART credits 
to Van Buren Township who would handle 
local senior transportation. 

Delano said it doesn’t go that way. She 
said there are 712 seniors in the city of 
Belleville and they can’t use the Peoples 
Express that stops at the library because 
some can’t walk to the library. If they 
could get to the library, she said they would 
have no way to get home from the library 
dropoff with their groceries. 

Delano was accused by a council person 
of being unfair in the letter she wrote to 
the Independent and she said she didn’t 
think she was unfair, but apologized to the 
council person after the meeting. 

Delano said the Belleville Co-op 
and Columbia Court say they have 
transportation, but then looked to Wheels 
for Independence. 

Chief Robinson said Delano does have a
